coy used by the native fishermen of 
Hmv.-iii. 
It is made of the hardest 


wood to be found on the islands and is 
caned and rubbed till it assumes the 
fthupe of a club with a little knob at 
the sm.ollur end, to which the line Is 
tied. 


The club is from one to three feet 


lonfr. A village gorcerer performs cer- 
tain rites over it over a sacred flrc. 
After this is done the club is inngic. 
and the fisherman must be extremely 
careful of it. If « woman should step 
over It or enter n canoe in which it lies, 
the club wnuld lose all Its power and 
would be useless ever afterward. 


•Vfter the club has been charmed the 


fisherman mixes candlenut and cocoa- 
nut meat, bakes It .".'.;'! ties the mixture 
in a wrapper of cocoanut fiber. 


At the fisliilij! ground* tlio olnh Is 


covered with the oily juice of tbe 
stuff and Is then lowered caref;;!!y tn 
tbe bottom. 
The scent of tlie baked 


nut meat attracts certain kinds of fish, 
which soon gather aud begin to nibble 
at the club. As soon as enough fish arc 
around the decoy a small bag shaped 
not is lowered very gently until Its 
mouth is just over tbe club. The latter 
Is then pulted up carefully and cun- 
ningly till It is within the ban. The fish 
fir* so eager for the stuff with which 
the club Is covered that they follow It 
Into the net without fear. As soon us 
nil the fish nre in it a fisherman dive* 
and closes the mouth of the net. where- 
upon the n-i.t haal ",t -f ^slctly.—

"The secret or success of the 


try Trained Animal Shows, especially 
In the handling of dogs, la that we 
first make the dog uuderatand what 
we want him to do." 


J. W. Gentry, general manager of 


the famous shows, which are in Lima 
today and tonight, was the speaker. 
Continuing, he said: "Some years 
ago I saw a troupe of trained dogs, 
and as I was extremely fond of dogs, 
I got all the kinds in my neighbor- 
hood, and thought I would take a 
hand at seeing what 1 could make 
them do. I found the first thing neces- 
sary is to jolly the dog. Get acquaint- 
ed with him by rubbing him with your 
hand, instead of hard pate. Make him 
feel as if be were as good as you, and 
I found that after the dog is acquaint- 
ea with you ail the rest is very easy. 


"For instance, if you hare a dog and 


he don't mind you—and that, by the 
way, 
is the first thing to teach him— 


Call him. He doesn't come. Take a 
string and tie It to the dog's collar— 
and let it be a soft leather collar. 
Call him. If he doesn't come, pull him, 
jerk him and make him come. "When 
he comes, pat him and give htm a tiny 
piece of meat or whatever he may 
li£>e. Keep on doing that until the dog 
conies instantly, whether you have a 
string on him or not. 


"After you have taught him 
that, 


take a chair or box, call him to you 
and send him back to take his seat 
Make him do that over and over again. 
The idea of doing this is to arrest the 
dog's attention and to make him obey 
a command. After that everything is 
'•asy. When once the dog understands 
wha; you want him to do, he will do 
it. and glsdly at that. 


"For instance, suppose you want to 


teach the tiop to sit 
up. Th'1 first 


thins to do is to make him sit down. 
Y«u do (hat Ivy 
putting your

un'.!<?r bi:; chin, make him look at you, 
ami take the other hand and pat him 
on the 
down. 


rule applies. Get the, dog In front of 
you, put a little stick or rubber bail In 
his mouth and Bay 'hold It,' or 'fetch it,' 
or whatever particular word you de- 
sire to use. As fast aa he drops it, 
put it back into his mouth and you will 
find that he will hold it and pick it up 
of his own accord. Roll the ball off a 
little distaRCe, tell him to go and fetch 
it You will find he will do it, and after 
awhile you can throw it a bkwk and 
he will go aft IT it and bring it back. 


"Suppose you want the dog to walk 


on his hind. legs. Attach a string: to 
his collar, take a little switch, pull 
him up on his hind legs and command 
him to 'come here!" 
After you have 


taught him to make the steps, one, 
two. 
three, four, without any trouble, 


by a half dozen lessons you will Ena 
the dog will walk on his hind legs. 


"If you want the dog to say fiis 


prayers, have him jump on a chair 
get at the back of the chair, take his 
front feet, put them on the back o; 
their chair, push h's head between his 
front legs and tap him with your hand 
on the head, and keep tapping him so 
that he will keep his head there unti 
you walk away. When you get in 
front of tie chair clap your hands ami 
say 'anierj.' He will turn around and 
sit. down, looking at you.

Grief Stricken Survivors. 


Johnstown Horror Is Recalled 


By the Bursting of a Bam Across a Stream That 


Traverses Several Pennsylvania Towns— 


Loss of Life Estimated at Seventy- 


five Persons. 


Greensburg, P«.( July 6.--A water- 


spout of immense proportions, strik- 
ing .n the vicinity of Oakford park, 
Sunday afternoon, at 4 o'clock, creat- 
ed a flood that causeu great loss >>l 
life and property. It is known that at 
least 20 persons lost their lives, and 
rumors place the number of dead at 
more than 100, but until a late hour 
last night, only three or four bodies 
t»ad ben recovered, having been wash- 
ed to tbe banks of the little creek that 
runs parallel with the park.

Jeannette. Pa., July 6.—Dawn broke 


today upon a scene of devastation and 
ruin along the Brush Creek valley 
From the- site of the 
broken dam, at 


Oakford park to Wilmerding. taking 
in the towns of Jeannette, Penn, I,ari 
tn?r, Greensburg, .Irwin, Burrel! and 
Manor, the awful power of the rush- 
ing waters following the breaking of 
the dam. is apparent on all sides. 


The damage to property will not be 


•less than $500,OOP while the number

Dr. Freshwater stated this morn 
ing. that they had rescued fully i.>0 
persons, who had been thrown into 
the strf-am, by their houses 
beina;
